Under the Smileage plan, some of 
the best laugh producers in the coun- 
try will tour the thirty-two big soldier 
camps to provide entertainment for the 
men in khaki. The date of the begin- 
ning of the formal drive all over the 
country for the sale of Smileage books 
was definitely announced as Jan. 28. 

Governors of several states have 

wired their approval of the plan and 
are appointing entertainment councils 
to conduct the work in their respective 
commonwealths. St. Paul has al- 
ready ordered 5,000 Smileage books; 
Minneapolis has placed an order for 
7,000. ‘ 
The plan has not only received the 
approval of the Secretary of War and 
enthusiastic endorsement of the sol- 
diers themselves, but the nnqualified 
recommendation of the officers in 
charge of the camp. 

Maj.-Gen. Hugh S. Scott, the old 
Indian fighter and former chief of 
staff of the Army of the United States, 
now in command of the 78th division 
at Camp Dix, has written the fallow- 
ing letter to the commission of Train- 
ing camp activities: , 

“Tt ia of great interest to me to 
learn of your plan to place Smileage 
Books on sale in connection with Goy- 
ernment theaters. Ican heartily en- 
dorse a scheme which puts before the 
men of my Command an opportunity 
to attend clean and interesting plays 
aud entertainments. Their hours of | 
drill and Work are long, but leave 
time during which it is to everyone's 
advantage that the enlisted men be 
entertained, particulary in yiew of the 
great change in condition under which 
the soldier lives as contrasted with 
those to which he was formerly accus- 
tomed in civil life.” .

DEFENDS COURSE 


CHARGES LAYS BARE ACTS

MILLION MEN IN FRANCE SOON

After a uum- 
ber of years in bualyess, he returnéd 
to raitroad work, resuming his former 
position with the Michigan Central, 
where he remained until he went to 
Detroit to take up the position of sn- 
périntendent of the railroad yards for 
the same company,. Later he was 
transferred to Toledo to act in a simi- 
lar capacity, which position he. held 
up to the time of his death. , 

January 22, while on duty in the To- 
ledo yards, he was struck down and 
run over bya train. He was picked 
up in an unconscious state and taken 
to St: Vincent's hospital but died be- 
fore reaching there, at about 11:00 a. 
m. 

Mr. Taylor is weil remembered by 
the older residents of Grayling, and 
classed.as his friends practically all 
who knew him.

But in England~where 2,400,000 
‘acres of pasture lands have been turn- 
ed into grain flelds—the cattle herds 
are decreasing rapidly. One of the 
reasons apparently is the declining

$17.76 per 100 pounds ; October, $17.28 ;

The effect of these prives 
was to drive beef animais on the mar-

In France the number of cattle as 
well as the quality have shown an 
enormous decline during the war. 
Where France had 14,807,000 head of 
eattle in 1913, she now has only 12, 
841,900, a decrease of 16.6 per cent. 
And France jis today producing only 
one gallon of milk compared to two 
and one-half gallons before the war. 

Denmark and Holland haye been 
forced to sacrifice dairy herds for beef 
because of the lack of necessary feed. 

Close study of the European meat 
situation has convinced the Food Ad- 
ministration that the future problem 
of America lies largely in the produc- 
tion of meat producing animals und 
dairy. products rather than in the pro- 
Guction of- cereals for export whev 
the war will have ceased,
